The German Indemnity. 


This morning, at 11 o'clock, the con- 
ference between the Allies and 
Germans will begin in the Villa Fraineuse, 
at Spa. The , preliminary conversations 
among the Allies at Brussels seem to have 
been successful, although at one period the 
insistence of Italy that she Should get 
her full share of the indemnity almost 
led to a rupture. According to Signor 
Bertolini, however, virtua] agreement has 
been reached, and one spokesman will put 
the Allies’ case before the Germans at 
Spa. ‘Rumour has been hard at work in 
regard to the amount of indemnity which 
will be demanded from Germany and the 
tatio in which it will be divided among 
the Allies. The total -sum has ° been 
fixed at .£6,000,000,000. The Boulogne 
Conference decided that payment should 
be made in annual jnstalments of 
£115,000,000 over a period of forty-two 
years, but our London Correspondent in- 
dicates that a new decision was taken at 
Brussels. Now, it appears, Germany will 
be required to pay £150,000,000 every year 
for five years, after which the annual 
instalment will be raised to £250,000,000. 
On this basis Germany could pay her 
debt in twenty-six years. While there still 
is some doubt in regard to the percentages 
to be allotted to Belgium, Italy, and the 
smaller Allies, the shares of France and 
Great Britain have been fixed. France, 
whose original allotment was 56 per cent., 
will get 52 per cent., or £3,120,000,000 in 
all; while Great Britain, originally 
granted 26 per cent., must- be contented 
with 22 per cent., or £1,320,000,000. 
According to the latest figures, given on 
the authority of Lord Riddell, Belgium 
will get only 8 per cent., or £480,000,000, 
but hor right of priority will be recog: 
nised. Italy’s case is stil] uncertain, 
but her share will be a great deal 
less than her demand. Signor Bertolini 
suggests that she shall receive a 
quid pro quo in the shape of finencial 
and economic concessioris from the Allies. 
In other words, Great Britain, whose share 
already has been reduced in favour 
of Belgium, will be expected to extend 
further credits to Italy, and, in all pro- 
bability, to guarantee to her a certain 
definite supply of coal... '

Addressing the Grand Jury at the opening of 
the Louth Assizes on Friday, Mr. Justice Gordon 
said that, while the condition of the county was 
not so bad as other places, neither the jury nor 
himself could regard it as satisfactory. They 


The | 
number of specialiy reported cases since the last | 
assizes in March was 54, against 21 for the | 
corresponding period of last year. That was a | 


very serious increase, and, so far as he ceuld 
see, Im oniy aine of taese cases had any person 
been made amenable to justice. The ceses 
themseisves ranged over a considerable number 
of crames and classes of crime. Burglary and 
housebreaking had increased from one in the 
corresponding period of last year to twelve in 
this year. Larcenies and robberies had in- 


malicious injuries from six to fifteen, and 


threatening letters—some of them, perhaps, not 
very serious, but all of them unpleasant-—there 
had been an increase from two to five. Of the 
burnings, eight were police barracks and six 
Customs and Excise offices. Mail bags had been 
attacked and the money and correspondence 
taken. Money that was intended for the pay- 
ment of old age pensions had been taken 
away—not a very large amount, but if there 
had been more, he presumed that it would 
have been taken also.“ In addition there had 
been two attacks on the police. All these were 
matters that affected the general feeling o 
security of person and property that ought to 
exist im any well-regulated community. Some 
of the claims for these malicious injuries had 
been dealt with and others had not. So far as
